Solicitor General,
ordered a warraat issued for to arreat af all tka pirataa.
The warrant waa forwareed toH. T. Gilbert, fcaq., i-ollea
jnatlce at 81. Jobs, who tkarMpoe lasuad bla warrant,
baaad upon tba Ma Maoed by tba provincial government,
la due time tbe partlwnamed were arrested and tha pra-
liminary examination took placa. Justioa Gilbert da
cldad tkat tbe partlw wera guilty af piracy and murder,
and he committed tbem until auch time w they abouid
be banded over for trial to tka United States autborlilea.
Everything thua far showed tka booeaty of purpose of Iba
Naw Brunswick authorities. Tka case waa plain, and tka
course to pnraue was as clear aa tba noonday aun.
Tbo rebel aympatbiwrs, however, determined that tba

care abouid not terminate thus, applied for a writ of
babaaa corpus, and Judga Ritchie waa selected to give
bia dectalon aa to whether It should or ahould
not ba granted. It Is stated tbat tka im¬
prisonment of a relative of kia at Halifax.one
Or. Alinon. depended upon bis decision. Tha
Jortge writes a vary bad hand; ao be| sent to tha
office of tbe Hon. John H. Gray, counsel lor the piratw,
and obtained the loan of one of his clerks to copy his
decision, aud ths counsci knew wall what that decision
would ba Tbore la a deal of talk about auch conduct aa
this on tbe part of the Judge Nor la this all tor which
tbe Judga la anawerable; for be It known tbat the day
previous to tbe rendering of this decision application
was made to him tor the necesaarv paper* to arreat the
prisoners. It ho decided in their favor, on tha charge of
violating the Foreign Enlistment act; but he re'used to
entertain any such motion In bia decision.of which
I g ve somo of tba principal points.It will be seen tbat
ho ignores thn United States Consul, Mr. Howard, as an
officer of ihe United States government; sets aside the
authority of tbe entire proviucial government and its
l»gal advises, and puts a Mr (liferent version to the in
tentFOf tins treaty than wes ever intended. As to tha
point ofjurisdiction, he l«avea that in doubt. In fact, tie
doubts a great many points which it wa* bis duty to
msKa lear Upon the whole, it ia a strange and curious
rerderlng of the law
Tbe decision occupied nearly two hours in rending, and

was listened to wilb great attention. It is a cirious docu¬
ment. aud will attract con^itierab'e atie? tion both In tlia
United Stales and (<'raat I'rltalii. Tbe Judge ordered the
release of tbe pirates on tba following grounds:.

1 Kecause there waa no proper requisition on tbe
authority of the United Mates of America tor their rendi¬
tion, wiibout which all subsequent proceeding? were of
no legal o.lect.
2 Because the offence alleged 1s piracy against the

law of nations, and, It being admitted tbat the persons
charged were never In ids United States a'ter the com¬
mittal of the acts on the high seas complained of m con¬
stituting tbo offence, tM parties are justiciable In this
province, sod It la not, therefore, auch an offence under
the treaty, committed witbln tha jurisdiction or tbe
United States of America, as would entitle the United
State* roverument to raqulre their being delivered up.
3 Because, aa at prewnt adviaed, tha Judge thought

that I it waa an oOenoe for which tbe prlaonara,on a
proper c >se against tbem, abouid ba given up, Itr. Gil¬
bert bad no juri«dlotion, either w police magistrate or
as justice of tbe peace, to take -ognizance of tbe matter,
but that the proceedings under the Governor's warrant
ahould have been before an otDcar having jurisdiction
over the oflevce of piracy.

4. Because, If Mr. Gilbert had such jurisdiction, ths
warrant he issued for tbe commitment of the prlsooera,
under whlcb they are now detained, is bad 00 its face,
and insufficient in law to warrant their detMtiM.
Tba Judge was of the opinion that, the enactment hav¬

ing rvterenee to cisaa of piracy being a statutory one,
tbe requisition could only legally M made by tbe
government of the United States. A public minister
might have authority to make the requisition; but
be waa not aware that a cnsal had. If tne Gov¬
ernor lad issued a warrant rich w IM Coo-
sul ieque»ted, be did not hesitate to atata that it woald
have been bad. He deemed the depositions made before
Mr. Gilbert wholly extra-judicial. They did not amount
to a legal charge, and the act waa too clear to Iwve any
doubt that the partlw should be legally charged. Ihe
alleged offence bavlug been committed on the high teas,
and tbe prisoners not having been In tM United Stales,
he le'.t unable to arrive at the cncluetoo that the United
S;ate< had uriadlctioo. Tha crime as suck was triable
here, tough be was disposed to think tMt under tbe
treaty a Justice of tbe peace had no jurisdictiM; yet on
Ibis point be found greater did culty In coming to a cob-
elusion than on any of the others. Aa to ths guilt of ths
part es it waa not tor him (tbe Judge) to proMunce an
opinion. In roferencs to tbe commitment, tM Judge lelt
at a low to conceive tbe reason for stating that tbe o'-
f< Lce waa c-mmittcd within tbe Jurisdiction of the United
butee; it waa not ao stated either la tbe requisition or ia
tbe dep sit ons. The police magistrate, ho contended,
should h.ve aoteJ strictly In accordance with the terms
01 tbo Governor s warrant, snd not bsve reared aa new
e-mplaini containing rresb charges. Had sn application
been made to bim (iba Judge) for the discharge of to
vrlaoMrs detained under this warrant, he did not lee
bow it could have been 'successfully resisted. At
every stage of tbe proceedings bs held tbat tbe charge
bad assumed a different phase. Had the crime been com¬
mitted wlthm this province, there should have been an
adjudication by the police magistrate tbat tbe crime wns
auch as would have warranted tbacommuting magistrate
inoommit'ing the prisoners, snd to warrant of com¬
mitment should hive shown tbe Jurltoctlon. In refer-
snce to tM prisoners' enlistment and colsequent viola
tion of tM neutrality proclamation aad forfeiture of al¬
legiance, tM Judge remarked Ib pretty strong terms; and
M koped tkelr cue would M a warning to others. Ia
sammiug up snd ordering to release of ths printers,
tM Judges*id:.
